NEW HIGH 
BIDS GALLED 


Construction On Realignment 
From Clark’s Corners West 


May Be Started In Fall 


Indications that realignment of U. S. 
Route 50 between Clark’s Corners and 
a point one mile west of El Dorado 
may be undertaken during the early 
fall are seen in a report that the Di- 
vision of Highways, State Department 
of Public Works, will on Friday issue a 
call for bids on the project. 

Tt is understood that the call will 
state that bids will be received at the 
office of the state highway engineer 
until 2 o’clock on September 8, and at 


_ that time opened and read. 


The project referred to wil elimin- 
ate the numerous curves on the exist- 
ing road between El Dorado and Web- 
ber Creek, and will also realign the 
highway across Webber Creek, cutting 


out many of the numerous curves in 


this section. 

In this connection, attention is di- 
rected to an aerial photo of the Web- 
ber Creek district, showing the many 
curves in the road, which will be found 
on Page 12 of this paper. 

The total length of the project is 4.3 
miles and it is understood the new 
right of way will leave the present 
highway about a mile and a quarter 
west of El Dorado and will bear to the 
left, closely following the railroad right 
of way. 

According to highway boosters, the 
report that a call for bids will be is- 
sued Friday and that bids will 
opened on September 8 would seem tc 
indicate that a contract on the $250,- 
000 project may be let in the early fall 
with the work probably completed by 


spring.

DEBT $89,600 


Tax Delinquency For Past 
Year Less Than 2 Per Cent, 
Reflecting Beiter Times

The annual financial report of the 
City of Placerville for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1937, has been pub- 
iished as required by law. 


TAX RATE CUT 

It will be noted that the tax rate for 
the year was $1.65 for each $100 of 
assessed valuation, which was 10 cents 
less than the rate for the previous 
year. The total assessment roll was 
$1,614,930. The tax delinquency for 
the year is about 21% per cent as com- 
pared with approximately 5 per cent 
for the previous year, which fact de- 
notes continuance of better times. 


DEBT REDUCED 


The total outstanding bonded deb | 


has been reduced to $89,000 with all 
principal and interest payments being 
made promptly. This is, of course, a 
more or less routine matter, however, 
particular attention is warranted, in- 
asmuch aS many cities have failed in 
the last few years, to make all pay- 
ments of principal and interest on 
bonded debt. 

The proposition which was placed 
on the ballot last June, proposing to 
incur a bonded indebtedness in the 
amount of $50,000 for the installation 
and construction of sewer lines, and 
the erection of a sewage treatment

| Begun On Monday By Forest 
' Service Crew Of Fifteen 


Eldorado Forest workmen on Mon- 
day started work on the $10,000 im- 
provement project at the lower end of 
Echo Lakes, conditioning tthe site for a 
projected recreational development. 

Upon the completion of the im-

WESTERN HORSE PLAGUE IS 
REPORTED IN COUNTY 
'BY VETERINARIAN 


| Dr. L. J. Anderson reports there is an 
| apparent recurrence of encephalomec- 
| litis (western horse plague) in the 
| county. 

A number of horses died in the 
county a few years ago of the malady 
for which no certain treatment is 
| known. 

“There is a serum which is the best 

remedy for sick horses. Horses which 
‘may be exposed should be immunized,” 
| Anderson said. “Medicines are use- 
| less.” 
; Owners of horses which are not af- 
flicted should stay away from horses 
which are afflicted lest they carry the 
disease, Anderson warned. 

Symptoms of the affliction are an 
apparent loss of vision and loss of a 
Sense of equilibrium, he said. 
| Horses suspected of beng afflicted 
should be kept on their feet in a shaded 
area and should not be permitted to 
exercise.

Miner Killed 
In Cave-In 


(Continued from Page 1) 
zig was dead. 


The body of the man killed was 
taken from the mine at 3:25 o’clock 
Thursday morning, seventeen hours 
after the cave-in. 


We learn that the mine is operated 
by two partners, Folmer & Tourney, 
and that Mr. Folmer is the operating 
superintendent but was absent from 
the mine on Wednesday. 

Achzig, Libby and Frazier were work- 
| ing on the property and the first two 
;|mamed were inside the portal of the 
Hcaninal a short distance while Frazier 
| was cleaning out the mouth of the 

tunnel with the use of a bull-dozer. 

Apparently the vibration of the ma- 
chine loosed the roof and side-wall of 
the portal and there was a cave-in in 


which some of the debris struck Fra- : 


zier and sent him sprawling from the 
seat of the bull-dozer. 

Either Frazier slipped the gears of 
the bull-dozer into neutral when he 
heard the cave-in coming, or some of 
the debris hit the gear shift on the 
machine and threw it out of gear. 

Frazier recovered himself and found 
he had a leg injury, but, hearing 
someone yelling, he set to work imme- 
diately in a rescue attempt and was 
able to clear debris from about the 
head and shoulders of Libby. Then 
he sought help. 

Libby reported to Coroner A. J. 
Orelli that he heard the cave-in com- 
ing. He said Achzig was ahead of him; 
apparently between him and_ the 
mouth of the tunnel, and that as soon 
as he (Libby) saw the cave-in coming, 
he turned and hurried away from the 
portal, into the mine tunnel. 

Achzig, according to Libby, appar- 
ently had no intimation that there 
was a cave-in and it all happened 
so quickly that Libby was fortunate to 
save himself. 

Three hours later, rescuers released 
Libby. They had been able to talk 
with him during the rescue work. 


“T guess I’m hurt but I don’t feel | 


any pain; 
them. 

Ranchers and others in the district 
had joined in the rescue work, assist- 
ing in hauling on a rope which was 
being wrapped around large boulders 
so that they could be pulled from the 
tunnel. 

When Libby was rescued he ex- 
plained to those at the mine that he 
had been pinned with his right foot 
doubled almost to the middle of his 
back, while his elbows were raised 
shoulder high and his fists doubled in 
front of his chest. 

His arms and chest bore the marks 
of pressure of the rocks and debris. 
His head had been turned far to one 
side, too far for comfort, but he had 
still been able to retain consciousness. 

When taken from the mine he re- 
fused hospitalization and declined to 
soil the white sheets of the ambulance 
cot with his dirty clothing by laying 
down. 

Dr. McKinnon talked with him and 
Libby reported he felt numb and asked 
that his limbs be rubbed to restore 
circulation. He asked for a drink of 
water. 


Dr. McKinnon said he hadn’t any with 
him but that if there were any avail- 
able, it wouldn’t hurt Libby to have 
some. 

The coroner’s ambulance kit yielded 
a stimulant and Libby soon regained 
his composure and was able to hop 
about, shaking the stiffness out of his 
limbs. 

Libby was out of mind to assist in ef- 
forts to find Achzig, but there was 
ample help at the mine for rescue 
work and his services were not re- 
| quired. 

Coroner Orelli returned to Placer- 
ville about dusk and took lights to the 
mine to assist in the work of finding 
Achzig. 

That the man was dead had been 
surmised for several hours by the res-
